Mrs.  Mary  Reep  was 
our  advisor  with  Peggy  McFalls,  President;  Johnny  Kayga,  Vice-President;  Ellen  Benfield,  Secretary;  and  Joe  Lowdermilk,  Treasurer.  The 
class  final ly  received  that  long-awaited  for  class  ring.  Our  senior  play  "Grandpa's  Twin  Sister"  was  a big  success  and  our  most  exciting 
event  was  the  trip  to  Florida.  This  was  an  experience  never  to  be  forgotten. 

Graduation  arrived  before  we  knew  it  and  we  received  our  diplomas.  Thus  our  history  as  a class  ends,  but  each  of  us  wi  1 1 continue  to 
formulate  "history"  as  we  take  up  our  every-day  tasks.
